the poffibility of fuch a misfortune,

fusy,however, who was 2 man of the

horiid-command, and determined to 
it.—But being fearful of she

- kitg’s refentment, he could not difobey 


it publicly—he therefore confulted with 
Mithranes, a Median lord, who had 
quitted the pomp of courts for a rural 
retreat on ‘the confines, and Mithranes 
having juft loft an infant fon, Alceus, 
it was agreed that this fon fhould be exe 
pofed in-the .weods, and that Cyrus 
fhould pafs for the a&tual Alceus, and 
the indifputable offspring of the benevo- 
lent Mithranes. 

The.plan thus~concerted was happily 
executed, and the crucl Aftyages never 
doubted the murder of his grand{on, 
till time began to awaken the flings of 
his confcience, and :o thew hiov the 
blackneis-of his crime.—Then indeed 
he expreffed fo natural a concern ag in- 
duced Harpagus to tell him that Cyrus 
was only expofed in the woods, and 
not pofitively deftroyed—This informa- 
tion, however, initead of pouring a 
fleod of joy over the king's mind, only 
ferved to roufe all the horrors of his avi- 
ginal apprehenfion, and the firft proof 
he gave of his anger was to put Harpa- 
gus’s fon to death to punifh the viriue 
of his father Harpagus, {truck 
deeply with the aggravated barbarity of 
Aftyages, determined to be revenged, 
but fmothered his refentment for a lon 
courfe of years, till the fuppofed Alceus 
arrived at maturity.—About which time 
a report being fpread that-Cyrus was 
alive, an impoftor took advantage ef 
the rumour, to declare himfelf grandfon 
to the king, in hope of fucceeding to 
the Median throne.—This impofition 
no way alarmed Harpagus or Mithrq- 
nes, on the contrary they rejoiced at it, 
as Aftyages had fent for the impottor 
in the moft affectionate manne, and 
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wis to.meet him at the commencement 
of tHe play ina temple on, the confines 
oF Ndi, ‘to declare him Beir to the em- 
fe.eeHatpagus and his friend Mi-, 
an Pere well: ry ae with the

The bearing coats of arms in pri- 
vate families, which were arbritary 
before and anfwered no purpofe but 
that of mere ornament, even from the 
fabulous times of A®neas and Tur- 
nus *; took it’s rife during the Holy 
Wars, fome time after King William 
the Firft, where every nobleman and 
gentleman that went to thele deftruc- 
tive wars, were proud to fhew on their 
return home, upon their buckler and 
other armour the undoubted proofs of 
their bravery, by the wounds received 
in the divers renconters with the infi- 
dels. Hence the terms fo frequent in 
heraldry, of party, coupe, ecartele, 
tranche, taille, gironee, &c. The arms 
then in ufe being chiefly the bow, 
lance, fpear, cymitar, the two handed 
fword, &c. which coats of arms, as 
now granted by fovereigns only, nearly 
anfwer the purpofes of all the military 
horours beftowed on the Roman legi- 
onariés of old. 

The city of Caen, capital of lower 
Normandy, is built in the country of 
the ancient Catti, a German naticn, 
the chief navigators of the river Rhine, 
therefore much fpread along the fea 
coaft, from Cat-wick-opzee, Cattorum 
Vicus, the ancient port of that river, 
now choaked up with fand, and only 
a fithing village of the low countries, 
to Cattorum-burgus, now Cabourg, 
on the eaft-fide of the river Orne, in 
Lower Normandy, and Cat-hom, Cat- 
bam, or Cat-hem, the ancient name 
ef Caen, Cattorum-pagus, which, 
(like the tower hamlets) was built for 
protection round that part of the 
caitle, now called the dungeon, which 
was built to guard that tamous pals 
ovet the river Orne, againft the incur- 
fions of the Normans, which begun 
in that country at about the fame time, 
that the nations Of the fame original 
and paganifm, viz. Saxons and Danes 
were laying walte the ifland of Great 


fmm Sequitur pulcherrimus Aftur, 
Aftur equa fidens, et verficoloribus armis. 
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Britain, but who, with refpe& to their 
different fituation, were generally and 
very properly called Normans, by 
the French.

it being the fame name no doubt and 
original as that city in Normandy ; for 
what improbability is there in the old 
Britons to have called in, fome of ‘the 
induftrious people about Catwick-op- 
zee, their neighbours, to improve the 
marfhy lands about the river Medway, 
in the fame manner as the Dutch have 
been called in lately, in order to im- 
prove the fenny grounds in Norfolk, 
that part thereof’ being called at this 
day, little Holiand, however, this will 
account for the French's pronouncing 
the Latin name of Caen, Cadomum. 
Some will fay, how came this an- 
cient family to be thus neglected for 
fo many centuries? this may be an- 
{wered, that they were not in favour 
with the Dukesef Normandy (nor with 
the nation in genera)) fince their hhew- 
ing fo little regard to the afhes of the 
conqueror of England, and withal 
acquainting the world to this day, 
the motives of that feeming inconfide- 
rate act ; for this family were occafion- 
ally the affertors of Gothick liberty, 
which the Norman nation enjoyed 
equal with the freeft people under the 
fun. They could not be avowed by 
the Britons in England, who were 
themtelves under the yoke of their 
conquerors, the Normans; and they 
could not expeét any favour from the 
then reigning kings of England de- 
fcended from William. When the 
French recovered that province this 
Britifh family was not knowntothem.— 
During the civil wars, religionis ergo, 
they were expofed to many vexations 
and perfecutions, from the firft dawn 
of the reformation ; fo that it is rather 
a matter of furprize, that this family, 
the faét and memory thereet, are not 
avolifhed. That favour, indeed, is 
due to-authentick records, monu- 
ments, and hiftorians of, and fince 
thofe times, .

He 
then enumerates the other complaiats 
to) which fedentary people are fub- 
ject, gives the prefervatives to {uch 
as are in. health, and for thofe whofe 
conftitutionsare impaired, propofes re- 
medies. We thall digeft them into the 
following view without giving his rea- 
fons therefor. 

Mind.——To preferve it, let it be 
often unemployed, and the body 
labour.-—-Dedicate an hour or two eve- 
ry day to walking; or ride, or ufe 
{uch exercifeas. employs both the arms. 

Food——-Avoid all fat, vilcid ali- 
ments, ,all aliments puffed with wind, 
or hardened.either by art or nature. 
Pualfe is too flatulent, and to be avoid- 
ed at leaft in. large quantities. ——Eat 
the tender, fleth of all young animals, 
(except fwine and geefe) not boiled in 
copious, broth, but roafted, or boiled in 
a {mall quantity of water: fuch roots, 
as confidt of a light flour, not without 
a mixture of.falt of {ugar ; foft herbs, 
which are neither to acid nor too emol- 
lient.. Fruits, as cherries, ftrawber- 
ries, rafberries, gooleberries, peaches, 
grapes,,pears, &c. eat when the fto- 
mach i;empty, with or without bread, 
and long before, or long after having 
crank wine,..They are of great ufe 
in inflammatory diforders and flow fe- 
vers: Soft, boiled eggs, well baked 
bread, .decoétions of bread, milk, 
(if it doesnot grow acid on the fto- 
mach) chocolate, if not ufed to ex- 
cefs, and fimple food, ether raw. or 
boiled is, beft.. A. mild feafoning of 
falt, fugar, cinnamon, nutmeg, thyme 
fweet:marjoram, fennel, chervil, is 
good for relaxed nerves. But do not 
ufe them immoderately.

powerful! by a nutritious flour, and by 
a bitter and ftrengthening aromatic 
oj]; fo that it may well be laid up in 
apothecaries fhops as an ufeful remedy, 
but is improperly ufed in kitchens as 
part of our daily food. It raifes the 
fpirits, eafes the ftomach when loaded 
with phlegm, cures the head-ach, 
caufes a chearfulnefs of mind, and, if 
we may believe fome people, increafes 
its penetration} for which reafon the 
learned are fo fond of it. But was 
coffee ufed by Homer, Thucydides, 
Plato, Xenophon, Lucretius, Virgil, 
Ovid, Horace, Petronius, and the 
other great men of antiquity, who as 
much excelled usin genius, as we fur- 
pafs them in experience and know- 
ledge of nature. 

Warm liquors being therefore juft- 
ly fet afide, cold water fhould be ufed, 
which has as much power in ftrength- 
ening as the former in weakening the 
body. 

Wine deferves its thare of praife; 
but I have the fame opinion concern- 
ing wine, with refpect to the learned, 
that I havelin regard to coffee, that it 
fhould be ufed as a remedy, and not 
asa drink. ‘Fhe Creator gave pure 
water as the univerfal drink, which he 
made a menftruum to all forts of food, 
and agreeable to all palates: it thould 
be chofen cold, foft, and mild; for it 
both ftrengthens and.cleanfes the vif- 
cera. Hence it has been generally 
looked upon as a panacea both by the 
Greeks and Romans, and itis the belt 
of remedies. when drynefs prevaile, or 
sjle or acidity are in too great quan- 
tity *.

Let the fkins dryed with the hair on 
be farft laid to foak in-clean water 
three days. Let them be broken over 
the fleth fide, and put into frefl water 
for two days more, then hungto drain, 
half an hour. Let them now be broken 
again on the flefh fide, limed with cold 
lime on the fame fide, and doubled to- 
gether with the grain fide outward. 
Thus they snuft be hung within doors 
on a frame five or fix days, till the 
hair be loofe, which muft then be 
taken off, and the fkins returned into 
the lime-pit for three weeks. Take 
them then outy: and work them well, 
flefh and grain every fixth or feventh 
day during that time; «after which 
wath them ten times in clean water, 
changing it at each wafhing) They 
are next to be prepared and drenched 
as follows. 

2. Second preparation ef the fkins 
for both the dyes. ) 

After (queezing the water out of the 

} 7 Skins, 
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fkins, put them into a mixture of bran 
and water new milk warm, inthis 
ogee viz. three pounds of bran for 
ve fkins, with about a gallon of water 
fo.each pound,of bran, Here drench 
them).three days, at the end of which 
work them well, and then return them 
into the drench two.days longer, after 
which take them out and rub them be- 
tween the hands: fqueeze out the water, 
, and fcrape the bran clean off from both 
fides, and then wath them again ten 
times in clean water, and f{queeze the 
water out. Thus far preparatory to 
both colours; but afterwards thofe that 
are to be red muft be treated as follows. 
3». Preparations in honey and bran. 
Mix.one pound of honey with three 
pints of luke warm water and ftir them 
welktill the honey be diffolved. Then 
add two double handfuls of bran; and 
taking four kins (for which this quan- 
city will, fuffice) work them well in it 
feparately.,. Then fold each feparately 
into a,round form, the fieth fide out- 
ward, and lay them in an earthen pan, 
fide by fide, in furmmer, and in winter 
on top.of each other. Place the pan 
floping that.the fluid may run fponta- 
neoufly from them. An acid fermen- 
tation will then arife in the liquor, 
and the fkins will {well confiderably. 
Thus let them continue feven or eight 
days, but the draining moifture mutt 
be poured off once or twice a day ; af- 
ter which the next preparation will be 
neceffary. 
4. Preparations in falt. 
After the laft mentioned fermenta- 


tion, take the fkins out on the ninth- 


or tenth day, and rub them well with 
dry common falt, about half a pound 
to each, which muft be well worked 
into them. Then they will contrac 
again, and part with a confiderable 
further quantity of liquid, which 
fqueeze out by drawing each through 
the hands. Next fcrape them clean on 
both fides ; after which ftrew dry falt 
over the grain fides and rubbed well.

AKE, of flower of fulphur: half 
an ounce; lenitive electuary two 
ounces ; fyrup of marfhi-mallows, 
enough to render it foft.

Dif- 
penfatory writers lay the principal 
ftre(s:.in compofitions of this kind, 
wpon the calx, cerufle, or cinnabar of 
antimony, preparations which are all 
far inferior to the plain crude anti- 
mony itfelf, and very ill deferve the 
great character, which has been ufual- 
ly .given.of them. The bignefs of a 
nutmeg of this foft electuary may be 
taken morning and evening with lime 
water, or any proper medicated ale, or 
wine, even-for the plora, or fcab, and 
pox itielf alto.

Take zumammoniae, hard foap, of each 
a dram ; powdered {quills one tcru- 
ple; conferve of orange peel half an 
ounce ; fyrup of ginger as muchas 
fuffices.

Propofal to prevent the Scupuy at Seas 
By Dr. Nath. Hulme, 


** J Would humbly propofe that 

one ounce and an half of thé 
juice of oranges, or lemons, and two 
ounces of fugar, be daily allowed; to 
each man in his majefty’s navy; to be 
mixed with his allowance of pirit and 
water, commonly called Grox. And 
I would further advife, that. :he faid 
liquor be fo far diluted with water, as 
that the whole allowance to each man 
may be equal to three pints; and fervs 
ed out to. him, regularly, three times 
a-day. That is to fay, one pint at 
eight in the morning, another at twelve 
o'clock, and the third at four or fix in 
the afternoon; fo that it may, becomes 
as it were, the. common drink of. fai- 
lors at fea, like fmall beer; and that 
they may be rarely, or.mever, necefli- 
tated to drink water alone; this. in 
cold climates, or in temperate ones 
in the winter time, = 

But in all hot climates, and in the 
heat of fummer in LeERPREATS CNRS a 
greater quantity of drink.is required ; 
and then the liquor thould he fo far di- 
luted with water, as that each man 
may have four pints a day; namely, 
one at eight in the morping,, two at 
twelve o’clock, and one at four, or fix 
in the afternoon. 

In thofe countries where wine is al- 
lowed the fhip’s company, inftead of 
{pirits, I would advife the fame quan- 
tity of the juice and jugar to be mixe. 
therewith, as is direéted for the Grog 3 
and to be fo far diluted with water, 
as that it may be ferved out in the fame 
proportion, and in the fame manner..

By thefe means, there will be fuch 
a quantity of vegetable antifcorbutic 
juices thrown gradually into the body 
every day,. by way of diet, as, in all 
human probability, will entirely coun- 
teract .the bad effects arifing from the 
putrefcent and noxious qualities of the 
remainder of the fea. food; and thus 
hinder the body from running into 
that ftate of corruption, which is 
the genuine and true fource of the 
feurvy.”

Letsitfettle to be quite 
clear; and take it at four dofes, eight 
hours’ diftants from one another ; 
fweetening it with honey. This quan- 
tity in the firft tage will generally cure, 
If not, repeatit three or four times, 
and all will be well. 

The body matt be open all this time: 
If it is naturally fo the better; if not, 
halfa pint of Jeflop’s well-water, or any 
other of the purging waters, mutt be 
turned with milk into a kind of whey, 
and taken occafionally : not to purge, 
but merely to prevent coftivenefs. 

When all is over, a fomewhat larger 
dofe of the fame whey fhould be taken 
twice, to Operate as a purge, and car- 
ry off any thing that might remain af- 
ter the difeafe. :

grant and agreeable; but now in au. 
tumn, and through the winter, lying 
almoft within the ground, it continues 
frelh and full of virtue. After the 
plant thoots to a:ftalk, this part gives 
its richnefs to the leaves ; and m the 
funtmer, months they muft be ufed: 
unlefs precaution have been had to 
dig this up, in time, and dry it inthe 
fhade; in which way it prelerves all 
its virtue. 

For .the cure then of this common 
degree of the jaundice, take up the 
roots of Agrimony to the length of an 
inch, with the. buds upon them: of 
thefe cut: to, pieces fix ounces, bruife 
them in a marble mortar, and pour 
upon them a quart of boiling water, 
Let,this ftand twenty-four hours, afi 
ter which, the.liquor is to be ftrained 
off, and taken juft.as the former, {weet 
ened with honey, ;

O F allthe vanities which are daily 

acted ‘under the fan, none ‘ap- 
pear more unaccountable to a curfory 
obferver than» the prodigality with 
which riches are {quandéred in-youth, 
and the avidity with whith they are 
fought after in old age. ‘Every man 
who comes: into’ the world may aflure 
himfelf thaphe is one day to leave it; 
and the experience of every hour, as 
well as the hiftory of formes generati- 
ons, may convince him, that 4 century 
will include the term ‘of his temporary 
exiftence:' It fhould then feem reafona- 
ble that the lefs of thatterm we had run 
through, the more careful théuld we 
be of the means of fupporting hfe, and 
that every year which rolled over our 
heads, as it took’ from. the fuin of the 
days we had to fpend, ‘fu fhould it»pro- 
portionably leflen’our anxiety for the 
goods of “fortune: But when, on'the 
contrary, we. fee*»thofe..who have the 
greateft number of years*in profpe& 
the leaft careful of the means‘of paffing 
them with fatisfaétion,: and that as 
the back bends with infirmities, and 
the head whitens with age, the ‘defire 
of riches gathers itrength and vigour, 
how can we help pronouncing man to 
be a myftery to himfelf, and the mot 
inconfittent of all God’s creatures! Yee 
with all this appearance of abfurdity, 
men do not even in thefe inftances-a& 
without theconcurrence of reafon : For 
that eagernefs after wealth, which is 
remarked to be the .univerial concom- 
mitant of old age, is not genérated ‘by 
a defire :of enjoying ity but has it's 
fource in the pride of living indepen- 
dent of Our fellow creatures, and-is 
nourithed by the dread of the calami- 
ties attendanton poverty: Neither igs 
the youtb’s difregard of money to be 
attributed to ignorance of it’s value, 
Orcimattention to the ufes he may 
have «for it in future, but: it © is 
founded on the confidence he places in 
his bodily ftrength, and a prefump.- 
tuous dependence that his ‘abilities 
will always be fufficient to procufe him 
fultenance. 

Fhe: man who feels no infirmity, 
may have vo appreheniiots of a fick 
bed, and may flatrer- himéelfi that He 
has ftill time enough to provide for 
the imbectlity of old age} bat he who 
feels the decayof natures-and is cons 
{cious of Lis incapacity to provide nea 
cx faries 
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cefiaries for himfelf, and whofe expe- 
rience has taught him the éelfifhnefs of 
profeffions of friendfhip, and thewn 
compaffion to be a precarious depend- 
ance, muft grafp the bag with ardor, 
and count over it’s thining contents 
with delight, when he reflects that 
they alone can in the eftimation of the 
world fupply the place of labour, they 
alone can find reft for the limbs which 
totter under their burden, and pro- 
eure cordials for the heart that is burft- 
ing with anguith. 

Generofity is, therefore, as fuitable 
to the beginning of life, as Frugality 
is to the latter end of it; and difpofi- 
tions, which are alike conformable to 
our different circumftances, are cer- 
tainly alike commendable. The mis- 
fortune, however, is, that generofity, 
when indiferetely indulged im youth, 
frequently leads to extravagance and 
criminal diffipation; and that fruga- 
lity, when it is made the bufinefs of 
advanced life, often grows into nig- 
gardlinefs and avarice. 

But although each of thefe vices are 
equally odious, yet the treatment 
which each meets with in the world 
is very different: Avarice in an old 
man is only termed excefs of prudence ; 
while prodigality in a youth is ftiled 
the offspring of folly. This happens 
becaufe it is the aged who give laws to 
the world; and every man is fond to 
excufe the vices to which he finds him- 
felf addiéted, and to ftigmatize thofe 
to which he finds no incitement. And 
hence it is that we often lee a parent 
difinherit a warthy fon, whofe only 
crime is negligence of his pecuniary 
affairs ; whilft he cherifhes a wretch 
who deviates from every path of ho- 
nour and virtue, becaule he as careful 
of his money. Yet whatever may be 
faid in extenuation of the vice of ava- 
rice in the aged, nothing fure can be 
urged in averfion of the heaviett cen- 
fure on the youth who fuffers the love 
of money to be his ruling paffion: For 
he who, in the bloom and vigour of 
life, can place his confidence in wealth, 
muft be unconf{cious of any good qua- 
lity by which he might hope to recom- 
mend himfelf to the favour of thofe 
who have the power to ferve him; nor 
isthe prodigal, who,. although he dif- 
fipates his fortune, and reduces him- 
felf from affluence to labour and want, 
featters plenty on tis indufirious, and

The inequalities of the moral, as 
well as thofe of the natural world, he 
knows to have their ufes, and to be 
ordained for purpofes equally wife. If 
fome are raifed to eminency, it is not 
to indulge thent in the pleafure of over- 
looking others, but that they may be- 
come fountains of benevolence ; that 
the bleflings which they refpire may be 
diffuled in ftreams of bounty and mu- 
nificence among thofe who daily pay 
back a portion of the gift in grateful 
exhalations to the. fource of all good- 
nefs. 

Every fituation in Jife has it’s at- 
tendant obligations, and as we are 
told that the reward of fidelity will not 
be proportioned to the poft occupied, 
but to the vigilance of the centinel, it 
is of {mall importance whether our lot 
places us in the front orin the rear. In 
every ftation we may rely on his pro 
tection, who wumbereth the hairs of our 
beads, and whole tender mercy 13 over 
all bis works: He it is that commands 
us to.catt.all our cares upon him, and 
he will lupply all.our neceffities : He 
it is that aflures us, That when the por 
and the needy feek water, and theres 
none, and their tongue faileth for thirf, 
I the Lord will hear them; I the Gedy 
Tfrael will not forfake them.

ss O man can be a true lover of 
liberty in his own country, 

who does not love to fee it flourith in 
every other: An indifference to the 
liberties of neighbouring nations is a 
fure forerunner of indifference tothofe 
of the nation to which we belong ; if 
the oneis not rather a fure mark, that 
we are already arrived ac the other. 
Of ail principles, the paffion for free- 
dom wherever the is to be found, ought 
moft to be cultivated in. free nations;

HOSE troublefome animalcula 

called by us, Buggs, and by 
Ethiopians Chintfes, have the external 
part of their bodies covered with a pel- 
luci.!, variegated fhell, not unlike an 
amphibious tortoife. They have fix feet 
with a very fmall, but tharp probofcis, 
or tube, proceeding out of their nofe, 
with which they wound the fkin, and 
fuck our b'ood, whence arifes the moft 
mig fenfation, and inflammation, and 
aftiy an intolerable itching: but this 
wound is improperly called a bite.

AD I not perceived your contra 

diction, I fhould, indeed, have 
been unfortunate; but I cannot believe 
you when you tell me 1 was unfortu- 
nate in having charged you with it, I 
appeal to our readers, 

You have afferted that Mr. T. I's.

[ alfo. undertook to fhew that this no- 
tionof T. I. is embraced, by the mo- 
derns; and in order thereto produced 
the modern Mr. Jackfon declaring it to 
have been the opinion of all the antients 
that original, fupreme.underived goodne/s 
5 the Father, and, that qwifitom is the Son. 
Now unlefs we fuppofe she learned and

Now force and intelle® are fynominous 
with power and wi/dom, 

Nor is your miftake lefs when you 
tell me that this bifbop’s authority is 
brought to determine your affent to my 
hypothefs. Nothing can be plainer than 
this bifhop is quoted with no other view 
than to prove that the notion which you 
fay is pecuhar to T.I.is embraced by 
moderns as well as anticnts. 

You miftake again when you tell’ me 
that this bifhhop denies, in. oppoftion to 
the evidence of fenfe, the reality of fenfi- 
ble things, he only tells us what, in 
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his opinion, fenfible things really are. 

You proceed to obferve that ‘ we 

may learn from this bifhop’s example, 
what extravagant notions ingenious men 
are capable of maintaining, and even 
fupporting with plaufible colours. But 
if we cail in the afiflance of common fenfe, 
a principle too much neglected by phi- 
lofophers, and divines, we may treat 
with contempt all fuch metaphyfical 
abfurdities, though, perhaps, we may 
not be always able to detect the falla- 
cy.

The following thoughts arofe from 
the 9th chap. of Ecclefiafticus, where, 
at verfe the ath, it 1s faid—‘* Envy 
not the glory of a finner, for thou 
knoweft not what fhall be his end ;”” z.¢. 
Envy not his outward pomp, and 
feeming good fortune, for the ftate of a 
wicked man is rather to be pitied than 
envied.—A reflection has been made on 
this place thus :_ ‘* man is too weak. to 
guard againft that which flatters. his-va- 
ity, he is always fond of greatnefs and 
glory himfelf, and admires and envies it 
in others; but it is faith alone which 
difcovers the nothingnefs of all that ap- 
pears great below, and grace which ena- 
bles him to defpife and refift the temp- 
ttion.. Itis for this reafon, that the 
wile man fo often reminds us not to fuf- 
kt ourfelves to be dazzled with the 
wer or glory of finners, nor to envy 
their out ward fiourifhing condition, but 
© allure ourfelves, that the elevation 
dortends their ruin, as only to drawdown 
God's wrath more heavily.” At verfe 
the rath it is faid, ¢ Delight not in the 
thing that the ungodly have pleafure in."

After the advice in the former verfe; 
not to envy the glory of finners, it fol- 
lows very properly, not to delight in 
their cu(toms or pleafures ;—As we are 
too eafily induced to approve of the 
ways, and imitate the condué of fuch 
whole condition we admire, and whofe 
greatnefs we envy—Elfe why are fo 
many ftriving to live like then—wh 
fo many running to their Ranelaghs, Cor- 
nelys, &c. &c.——Is this not approving 
of, or joining in the amufements, fol- 
lies, and vices of the ungodly ?>—Surely 
yes—therefore come from amongft them 
my people—have no kind of connec- 
tions with them, but follow the advice 
given inthe 16th verfe, viz. ‘* And let 
juft men eat and drink with thee.” 

An excellent piece of advice this, and, 
if followed, would go a ‘great way to’ 
banith vice. This advice fomewhat 
refembles that of our Saviour, Mat- 
thew 14 and 12: Not tocall our rich’ 
neighbours, fuch as are recommended 
tous merely by their ftate and fortune, 
but in the choice of our acquaintance, 
and in the difpofal of our good things, 
to have regard chiefly to merit, and efpe- 
cially men’s moral qualifications ;~—To 
prefer a man of ftrié&t fobriety, to an in~ 
temperate and noify companion, and 
one of piety and virtue, to an abandoned 
and profligate rake:—-But is this the 
rafe?—Surely not.——For do we not 
often fee the abandoned and profligate 
rake, if finely drefled, Sc. encouraged 
at tables where he certainly ought not 
be?—And we have the reafon in the 
former verfe for the preference here 
given, becaufe, when thy table is fur- 
nifhed with deferving and edifying 
guefts, thy feaft will be with the wife, 
and all thy communication in the law of 





she moft high. 


Thus Tobit, when he faw abundance 
of meat prepared, faid to his fon, ** Go, 
and bring what poor man foever thou 
fhalt find out of our brethren who is 
mindful of the Lord,” chap. ii. ver. 2. 
2. and when Elijah was fuftained by the 
hofpitable widaw, the merit of her piety 
chiefly confifted in this, that the knew 
fhe was feeding a man of God, and it . 
was the very motive of her doing of it.— 
But what can be the motive for feeding, 
at our tables abandoned and profligate 
rakes ?— let them who do it, look to.— 
Can the talk be with the wife, and all 
the communication in the law of the 
moft high ?—-Surely not.—-And I again 
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fay, thatif they were quite banitfhed from 
good people's tables it would certainly 
go a great way towards reforming 
the world.———O, but they would fay, 
what. fhall we do .then for joyous 
company, for they are joyous and make 
us laugh ?—Do they fo.---But ferioufly 
confiier, whether you do not often laugh 
when you thould cry for your folly, or 
rather fim an even laughing at -vhat 
you too oftendo ; for the wife man adds, 
verfe 18, ‘* A man of an ill tongue is 
dangerousin his city, and he tharis rath 
ja his talk hall be hated ! And are not 
thefe profligates too often rafh, very 
rafh, in their talk, fuppofing they are, 
(which is often the cafe) fatyrifts, who 
{pare nobody, provided they can thew 
their witty talents, or make themfelves 
merry at the expence of others.---Now 
who cares to lay under the lath of their 
fatires, and even thofe who commend 
them molt are afraid of them, and how 
often are the innocent and truly good 
made unealy thereby, and their banters 
too often carried to things truly facred, 
and that ought by no means to be jefted 
with.---Confider this, O ye great, and 
banith them from your tables, and if 
you cannot meet with worthy good 
people to fill them in their ftead, as 
furely you may, why then call in the 
worthy poor, and feed them; confidering 
that our Saviour promifes a reward to 
them that fhall receive a prophet, ora 
jef man, or fhall give'a cup of cold 
water to a difciple of his as fuch.---

N Thuriday laft the 22d inftant a 

number of gentlemen, upwards 
of feventy, from the different parts of 
this province, afflembled at Faneuil- Hall 
in this town: Thefe gentlemen by the 
appointment of the feveral towns to 
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which they belong, to the number of 
fixty-fix towns, betides fixty-fix diftriQs 

then and there convened to confult and 
advife the moft effectual meafures for pro. 
moting the peace and good order of his 
majefty’s fubjects in the province, as far 
as they lawfully might, under the pre- 
fent very dark and threatening afpect of 
the public affairs. The debates and pro. 
ceedings are open: Their firk ftep wag 
to prepare an humble petition to the go- 
vernor of the provirice, praying that his 
excellency would be pleafed to convene 
the conftitutional affembly of the pro. 
vince; and three of their number were 
appointed to prefent the fame. 

The petition is as follows, viz. 






May it pieafe your excellency, ' 

THE committees chofen by the feve. r 
ral towns in this province, and now con- 1 
vened in Bofton to confult and advife i 
fuch meafures as may moft effeGually r 
promote the peace and good order of his b 
majelty’s fubjects in this government, at pl 
this very dark and diftreffing time, take q 
the earlieft opportunity openly to dil- as 
claim all pretence to any authoritative ne 
or governmental acts : Neverthelefs as we we 
freely and voluntarily come from the dif- lo 
ferent parts of the province at the earneft de 
detfire of the inhabitants, and mutt be the 
fuppofed to be welhacquainted with their Hi abj 
prevailing temper; inclination and (en- an 
timents, under the prefent threatening ed. 
afpeé&t of our public affairs, we think ma 
ourfelves indifpenfibly obliged, froma by 
fenfe of duty *to his majefty, to whom BM of g

Yourvexcellency cannot be infenfible 
of their univerfal uneafinefs; artling 
from the. grievances occafioned by the 
late aéts of parliament for an American 
revenue: From authentic information 
that the dutiful and loyal petition of the 
late houfe of reprefentatives has not been 
allowed to reach the prefence of 0 
eraciousking; fromthe difflolution of thé 
jate general aflembly; from undoubted

the colonies are ftill unwearied in the 
moft grofs reprefentations of the people 
of the province to his majefty’s minifters 
as being on the eve of a general infur- 
rection; and from the alarming intelli- 
gence that the nation, by means of fuch 
mifreprefentations, is incenfed toa high 
degree; fo it.is generally apprehended 
that a ftanding army is immediately to 
be introduced, among the people con- 
trary, as we apprehend, to the bill of 
rights—a force reprefented to be fuffici- 
ent to over-awe and controul the whole 
civil power of the province, which mult 
render every right and poffeffion dread- 
fully precarious. 

From thefe weighty confiderations ; 
and aifo that the people may not be 
thrown into a total defpair; that they 
may have afreth opportunity, at the next 
meeting of parliament, of taking off the 
impreflion from the mind of the nation 


’ made by fuch mifreprefentations as are 


before-mentioned; and by that means 
preventing the moft unhappy confe- 
uences to the parent country, as well 
as ourfelves: We beg leave moft ear- 
neftly to pray, that your excellency 
would commilerate his majefty’s truly 
loyal fubjeéts of this province under their 
deplorable circumftances, and reftore to 
them. the full poffeffion of their invalu- 
able charter-right to a general affembly, 
and caufe one immediately to be conven- 
ed; that the moft effeStual meafures 
may be taken in the manner prefcribed 
by our happy conftitution for the redrefs 
of grievances ; for the preventing an un- 
conftitutional encroachment of military 
power on the civil eftablifhment ; forthe 
promoting the profperity of his majefty’s 


government, and the peace, good order, © 


and due fubmiffion of his fubjects in the 
province, and making the neceflary pro- 
viion for the fupport of government ; 
and finally, for. the reftoration of that 
harmony, union, and affection between 
the nation and the colonies, which ap- 
pearto us to be in the utmoft danger of 
bang totally and irrecoverably lott. 
Asin duty bound the committee fhall 
ever pray. 
In the nameand behalf of the committee. 
THomas CUSHING, chairman. 
His excellency was pleafed to decline 
Meiving the petition; but delivered to 
the gentlemen the following writing, 
viz, 
§ GENTLEMEN, 
* You mufi excufe me from receiving 
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a meflage from that aflembly which is 
called a committee of convention; for 
that would be to admit it to be a legal 
aflembly, which I can by no means al- 
low.” 


The faid writing not being figned 


by the governor, the gentlemen at the. 


requeft of the committees, declared in 

writing under their hands that his ex- 

cellency delivered the fame to them, ia 
confequence of their offering to him the 
petition. 

The day following the chairman ac« 
quainted the committees, that he had re- 
ceived of the fecretary of the province a 
writing figned by the governor, dated 
yefterday, which was publicly read, and 
is as follows : 

By his excellency Francis Bernard, Efq3 
captain general and governor in chief 
of the province of Maflachufets Bay, 
and vice admiral of the fame. 

To the gentlemen affembled at Faneuil, 
under the name of a committee .of 
convention. 

‘ As I have lately received from his 
majelty ftri€&t orders te fupport his con- 
ftitutional authority within this govera- 
ment, I cannot fit fill and fee fo noto- 
rious a violation of it, as the calling an 
aflembly of the people by private perions, 
only. For a meeting of the deputies of the 
towns is an aflembly of the reprefenta- 
tives of the people to all intents and pure 
poles; andit is not the calling ita cam- 
mittee of convention that will alter the 
nature of the thing. 

I am willing to believe that the 
gentlemen, who fo haftily iffued the 
fummons for this meeting, were not 
aware of the high nature of the of- 
fence they were committing; and they 
who have obeyed them have not well 
confidered of the penalties which they 
will incur if they thould perfift in 
continuing their feflion, and doing bu- 
finefs therein, At prefent ignorance of 
Jaw may excufe what is paft; a ftep far- 
ther will take away that plea, 

It is therefore my duty to interpofe at 
this inftant, before it is too late: I do 
therefore earneftly admonifh you, that 
inftantly, and before you do any bu- 
finefs, you break up this affembly 
and feparate yourfelves. I fpeak to 
you now as a friend to the province 
and a well-wifher to the individuals 
Qf it. 

But if you fhould p»y no regard to 
this admonition, I mult, as governor,

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* affert the prerogative of the crown in 
@ more public manner: For affure 
yourfeives a {peak from ‘inftruétian ) 
the king is determined to maintain his 
entife fovereignty over this province, 
* “arid whoever thall perfitt’in ulurping 
aliy of the rights of ‘it, will repent of 
his rathmets.

“TA pene probably the fame, had 
been the day before ‘delivered to the 
chairman by the fecretary, faid to be 
by order, of thé governor, but not be- 
ing’ figned, it was by a vote of the 
committéés returned to the fecretary, 
with afiiirance to him that they fhould 
be always ready to pay all due refpect 
to any meffages which they might be 
affuredl fhotild come to them from the 
governor of the province. ] 

Op Saturday five gentlemen were 
appointed to wait on his excellency, 
and humbly prefent to him the follow- 
ing meflage, viz. 

May it pleafe your excellency, 

‘THE committeés from a number of 
towns jn this province now convened 
at Faneuil-Hall, having received froth 
your excellency a meflage, containing 
@ remonftrance againft our thus meet- 
ing, and'an admonition to break up 
and feparate ourfelves inftantly, and 
before we do any bufinefs, have taken 
the'fame into our ferious and attentive 
confideration ; and we aflure your ex- 
eellency, that though according tothe 
beft of our abilities, we have confider- 
ed the matters that are hinted by your 
excellency as the foundation of your 
meéffage, yet we are not able to collect 
fufficient information. therefrom, to 
place our prefent meeting and proceed- 
ings in the fame light in which they 
feem to lie in, your excellency’s mind, 
We do affure your excellency moft 
fully, that neither the views of our 
conftituents in fending us, nor thede- 
fizn of any of us thus meeting, was to 
do, propolé, or confent.to any thing 
oppugnant to, or inconfiftent with, 
the regular execution of government 
in this his majefty’s province ;. and that 
thougt the letters from the felect-imen 
of thé town of Bofton, to the refpective 
towns from which we come, might 
firkt give rife to our being chofen and 
fént ; yet. thae neither the faid letter 
from the felect-men of the town of 
Boitén, nor any votes of the faid town 
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accompanying the. fame, were d 
dered ‘by. our, refpective towns Seah, 
SUPRADE» hor, by. us in our aflembling 
as the foundation and warrant. of our 
convening. But; maj it pleafe your 
excellency, being. aflured,. that ° our 
conftituents, as weil as ourfelves, -have 
the moft Joyal and affectionate attach. 
ment. to the perfon and government of 
our rightfal fovereign: King George 
the Third, we beg leave to explain to 
your excellency the real cawle and in- 
tention of our thus convening, 

Your excellency cannot be unarc- 
quainted with the many difficulties un- 
der which his majeity’s fubjeéts on the 
whole continent. of America. appre- 
hend. themfelves to labour under, 
and of the uneafinefs which his fubjeéts 
in this province have repeatedly ex- 
prefled on the. fame. account, The 
minds ef the p2ople who have fent us, 
are greatly difturbed that the humble 
and dutiful petition of their reprefen- 
tatives, for the remoyal of thofe difii- 
culties, has not been permitted to reach 
the royal ear; and they are greatly 
agitated with, the expectation of a 
ftanding are to be poited among us, 
and of the full, exertion of a. military 
government. _ Alarmed with.thefe ap- 
prehenfions, and. deprived of a houfe 
of reprefentatives, their attention is 
too much® taken: off from. their daily 
occupations; their morals and indul 
try are.in danger of being damaged, Mm 
and their peaceable behaviour difturb- Hm 
ed, for want of fuch petfons as they can i 
confide in to advife them in thefe mat- c 

a 


ters, and to make application for their 
redrefs. le 


Your excellency will further natu- MM y 
rally conceive that thofe of his ma- a 
jefty’s fubjeéts who live remote from 
Bolton, the.centre of their intelligence, 
and whofe occupations. do not admit 
of much knowledge of :public affairs, 
are, fubjected to many mifreprefenta- 
tions of their, public concerns, and 
thofe generally of a> moft aggravated 
kind ;, nor is it in the .power of the 
moft. knowing; perfons among us t 
wipe off the pernicious.eftects of fucl 
rumours, .without the appearance ot 
public enquiry. 

- Indaced by thefe motives, and oth 
of the fame kind, our. conftitvent 
thought it no ways inconfittent wit 
good order, and regular governmet 
to fend committee-men to meet Wi 
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fuck committies as might be fent from 
the feveral towns in the pravince, to 
confer upon thefe matters,- aud learn 
the certainty of thofe rumours prevail- 
ing among us, and to confult and ad- 
vile as far as comes legally within their 
power to fuch meafures as world have 
the greateft tendency to preferve the 

eace and good order among his ma- 
jefty’s fubjects, and promote their due 
fubmiffion; and at the fame time to 
confult the moft regular and dutiful 
manner of laying our grievances be- 
fore our moft gracious fovereign, and 
obtaining a redrefs of the fame. This, 
we aflure your excellency, is the only 
caufe and intention of our thus conven- 
ing; and we are exceeding forryit fhould 
be viewed by your exceilency in an 


‘obnoxious light. 


Your excellency may be affured that 
had our conftituents conceived, or did 
their committees thus convened, con- 
ceive this proceeding to be illegal, 
they had never fent us, nor thould we 
pretend to continue our convention: 
But as your excellency in the meflage 
with which you have been pleafed to 
favour us, has not been fo explicit in 


pointing out the criminality of our 


prefent proceeding as we could have 
wifhed, but has left us to our own 
judgement and underftanding to fearch 
iteut, we would with all duty to your 
excellency, as the reprefentative of 
our rightful fovereign, requeft of your 
excellency to point out to us wherein 
the criminality of our proceedings 
confifts; being aflured we ‘cautioully 
mean to avoid every thing that has the 
leat appearance of ufurpation of go- 
vernment, in any of it’s branches, or 
any of the rights of his majefty’s fo- 
Vereignty, or that is in the leaft in- 
centive of rebellion, or even a mental 
diffleGtion to the government by law 
thablithed and exercifed. 

Your excellency will be pleafed in 
jour well known knowledge of isuman 
Mture, and the delicacy of Britith pri- 
Mileges, to be {paring in your frowns 
our prefent proceeding, we being 
Prefent inclined to think, till better 
ned, that if criminality Be im- 
Ned to us, it will be applied only 
our doings, and not to the profefi- 
Manner and defign of our meeting : 
if your excellency has a different 
henfion of the matter, we intreat 
&xplanation of the fame; and al- 
your excellency we fhail delibe- 
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Which be refufes to receive, 
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rately attend to it. Nothing could 
give us more uneatinefg than a f 
tion that our proceedings are criminal; 
not fo much from a fear of perfonal 
punifhment, as from a fixed averfion 
we have to any thing inconfiftent with 
the dignity of our fovereign, and the 
happinefs of his extended dominion ; 
and we flatter ourfelves that when the 
real defign of this convention is under- 
ftood, it will prove an argument to 
evince the entire loyalty of his majelty's 
{ubjeéts in this province, and. their 
difpofition to peace and good order. 

In the name and behalf of the com- 
mittees of a number of towns in 
this province, convened in Bof- 
ton, Sept. 24, 1768. 

Tuo. CusHinG, Chairman, 

Thefe gentlemen reported alfo in 
writing, that they had accordingly 
waited on his excellency, and that he 
was pleafed to fay he could not receive 
the meflage. 

The committees then appointed nine 
gentlemen of their number to confider 
and report the moft effectual meafures, 
confiftent with the exprefs defign of 
their convening, to promote the peace 
and good order of his majefty’s fub- 
jects in the province; and then the 
committees adjourned till Munday 
(this day) ten o'clock. 

Saturday evening the 17th inf. his 
excellency the governor received a let 
ter from his excelleacy General Gage, 
commander in chiet of his majefty's 
forces in North America, advifing him, 
that in obedience to his majefty’s come 
mands, he had directed two. regiments 
viz. the 14th and 29th, under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Coil. Dalrymple, to em- 
bark at Hallifax, and preceed to Bof- 
ton as foon as poflible, one of them to 
be at prefent at Caitle Willikm, the 
other in the town ; and that proviiion 
be made for them agreeable to aét of 
parliament. On Monday morning the 
governor laid the fame before his ma- 
jefty’s council. 

His excellency alfo laid before the 
council an extract cf aletter, which 
he had received the day before by 
Capt. Bruce from London, from the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Hiilfborough, 
his majefiy’s principal ecry of 


ftate for the colonies, fetting forth 
that his majefty had thought fit to fig- 
nify his pleafure, after taxing the opi-

S the famous Tranfit of Venus 


over the Sun, that will happen 
on. Saturday, Jane 3,,A. D, 1769, 
will be’the only one that will happea 
for above one hundred years, I pre- 
fame “the following defcription and 
calculation of it, will be agreeable to 
fome of your readers, as well as en- 
tertaining to fome of your aftronomi- 
cal ones. 

This ufeful and glorious phenome- 
non will only part be vifible (if the air 
be clear) in this our ifland of Great 
Britain,, as appears by the calculation 
below, but in’ feveral:*parts, of. the 
continent of America; ‘and ifles,adja, 
cent, the whole tranfie maybe, feen; 
(for in 22° 27’ north latitude, and 
162° 19’ weft longitude from Green- 
wich the fun is vertical, at the middle 
of the Tranfit,) where I hope the fame 
will be accurately obferved, in order 
to détermine, that grand problem of 
the fan's true horizontal parallax, &c. 
‘This curious part of aftronomy, was 
quite unknown to the aftronomers of 
ancient times; the firft that made this 
difcovery, was the famous Mr. Jeremy 
Horrox, which, was,in the year 1639, 
whencshe:.obferved this very’ fame 
planet in the fun’s difk ; the ice being 
then broke, gave way for others to ob- 
fave thelike appearances, which have 
beth dvely attended to by divers cu- 
rious and learned gentlemen, both at 
home and abroad; and as this glorious 
and rare appearance before us, will 
‘Sertainly attract the pens of feveral

able and curious aftronomers, and mas 
thematicians, to contemplate ‘and 
write upon it; therefore needs fot 
fuch a weak pen as mine, to fay any 
thing concerning the ufefulnefs of this, 
or the like Tranfits; but I fhall only’) 
proceed to give fome account of the 
tables from whence my calculations are’ 
founded, (which every one’ ogght to 
do, if they mean to make their com- 
putations of any ufe) and what altepae 
tions I have made. y, 
The fun’s place was taken_exa@tly 
from the tables of the jate-famous To, 
bias Meyer; and that of Venus from 
thofe of Dr. Halley,only I have put 
her node. 1’ forwarder, and that of her 
mean longitude 6”. I have here alfo 
given a type of Venus’s paflage ‘over 
the fun, with refpect to Greenwich, 
and/may tolerably. ferve thronghout 
the whole kingdom; the vifible way 
of Venus over the fun will not be im 
aright line, as fome pretenders to af- 
tronomy have often drawn in types, 
but'in a curve, and in this Tranfit, 
#t, will be convex towards the fun. 
The ingenious Mr. Cowper of Wel- 
lingborough; and Mr. Langley of 
Hitchin, are the only two, that I 
have ever feen of late, type eclipfes 
&c. truely, or.as they ouglit to be; 
for fome, years ago my sown{man, 
that laborious aftronomer Mr. Edmund 
Weaver, in his ephemeris, drew types 
much better than any one before, 
which is alfo hinted in the royal aftro- 
nomer, page 404. Hence follows the
